In 1916, the first presidential election 
in which Chicago women were privi- 
leged to yote, 37.58 per cent of the 
registered voters were women. In the 
1920 presidential election, 37.79 per 
cent of the registered voters were 
women. In 1924. they boosted their 
percentage to 38.53 and now the wom- 
en furnish 43.21 per cent of all of the 
names on the poll books. 

Those percentages indicate the grow- 
ing interest in politics among women, 
and was a limited test of their views 
on the presidential candidates, straws 
were yesterday collected from 2,535 
of them. In this poll, each time two 
women registered a preference for Al 


They discriminated in like manner in 
favor of the Republican candidate for 
governor and also for state’s attorney. 
But on the senatorial candidates, the 
preferences for the Republican was 
not so strong. 

Hoover, with the*feminine support, 
went back into the lead in the 11,021 
straws collected to date.

All of this takes time, but it is nec- 
essary routine, according to Postmas- 
ter Kiely and Charles Lubin, assist- 
ant postmaster. 

“Does air mail go through ‘this 
Game red tape routine or is it expe- 
dited?” Mr. Lubin was asked. 

“Air mai] is treated as ordinary 
mail sinte the reduction in postage 
rate,” said Mr. Lubin. “ Previously it 
received the same consideration as 
special] delivery matter.” 

For s@me reason special delivery 
letters in New York often come limp- 
ing in hdurs\and even days later than 
missives bearing an ordinary two 
cent stamp and mailed at the same 
time. Saturday a week ago a special 
delivery letter was put on the 20th 
Century in Chicago with the express 
understanding it would be delivered in 
New York on Sunday. The letter was 
mot delivered until] Tuesday morning.

This One 28 Years Lair: 

“When we receive specific com- 
Plaints of delayed letters,” said Mr.

I know that 
letters sometimes are delayed and 
even lost, but one must take into con- : 
sideration that this postoffice employs.

But letters do not have to go out of 
town to become tardy.

Washington, D Ost, 23.—{Spe- 
clal.}—More than 18,250 criminal pro- 
hibition prosecutions instituted in the 
| Gneal year ended June 80 last are stil! 
congesting the federal court dockets 
throughout the country, it was re- 
vealed today in a report compiled by 
jthe department of justice. The re- 
port shows that 55,729 criminal prohi- 
bition cases were begun during the 
year—15,020 more than during the pre- 
vious twelve months—and the number 
.of cases terminated was 68,429. 

The cases brought to trial resulted 
in 48,820 convictions and 1,481 ac- 
quittals, while 8,178 cases were nolle- 
prossed, quashed or gismissed, accord- at 
_ | ing te the department's figures. 

The report also shows that an ag- 
gregate of $7,303,563 in fines, forfeit- 
ures and penalties were levied in pro-

A good potato salad needs to be 
treated with great consideration in 
caridg Yor it so that it will be as 
fresh and pleasant as anything fresh- 
ly prepared. 

Some years back, in trying to meet
